WEIGH IN AT 180 OR BE 








Superintendent. Finds Horses 
With Curvature of the Spine; 
Riders Will Be Ruled Off. 


Police horses whose eyes are protrud- 
ing from their heads and whose spines 
need stiffening with reinforced concrete, 
are to have their burdens lightened. The 
Police Board has found a weigh. 

The 100 maquinted patrolmen and ser- 
geants of the Mounted District began 
reporting Tuesday at Police Headquar- 
ters for tests on the scales of the Ber- 
tillon department. They are being 
weighed with uniforms, revolvers and 
all equipment and everyone whose total 
heft thus hecoutered exceeds 180 
pounds will lése his mount and. be. or- 
dered to walk a beat. Some of the beats 
in the Mounted District are now cov- 
ered on foot. 

The manual requires that the moynted 
men. be Weighed every year, but it has 
not. been done for six years. Fred 
Hussman,' superintendent of horses, has 
noticed lately that some of the horses 
had a, disconsolate look and asked that 
the rule be applied. 

The first dozen of the men weighed 
Tuesday were well below the limit, most 
of them not exceeding 160 pounds. Not 
more than four or five, it is helieved, 
will be ruled off for overweight. Capt. 
Martin O’Brien of the Mounted District, 
who sends the beam a-flying to 285 
pounds, is one of the heaviest men in 
the department, but the rule does not 
affect him. He rides a horse only on 
dress parade and the animal is fed at 
other times on a_ special strength- 
building diet.

“counterfeit money game’’ and the gen- 
ial fat man gave a -demonstration on 
the apparatus confiscated in the tin 
shop. 

The leader described himself as Abra- 
ham Frank of 1027 North Eighth street, 
Chicago, and admitted that under the 
aliases of Goldstein and Silberstein he 
had worked the ‘“‘game’”’ successfully in 
Chicago and Grand Rapids.

The policemen secreted themselves 


Wash street, directly opposite Henry

Saw the Apparatus. 

The policemen made a runabout jour- 
ney to the rear of the building and 
through an aperture in the door saw 
Frank take out of the suit cases an 
apparatus connected with electric bat- 
teries, into which. he poured the con- 
tents of little bottle. The police were 
sure that money was being counterfeit- 
ed, but they knew there were other 
members of the gang than Frank and 
laid. plans for the capture of all. 

Arranged for Arrest. 

Seltzer was told by a special po- 
liceman that afternoon of what had 
been seen. He said that he was will- 
ing to turn over the men, whom he 
believed to be real counterfeiters, and 
Said that Frank had made a two-dol- 
lar bill from one of his that was a 
Ferfect counterfeit. He was afraid to 
&0 to the Carr Street Station and by 
appointment met Capt. Schoppe at the 
Union Station Monday night and ar- 
ranged with him for the arrest of the 
men Tuesday. 

Lieut. McCormick and the five special 
policemen went to the same hiding place 
opposite Seltzer’s shop Tuesday. Seltzer, 
accompanied by Frank, Lapidus and 
Koslinsky, entered the place a few min- 
utes later and went to the second floor. 
They had two suit cases. 

Seltzer put out a sign reading ‘“‘Shop 
Closed; Illness in Family.” This was 
the signal that had been agreed upon. 
The policemen waited until Seltzer had 
entered the shop and bolted the door. 
Then they rushed across the street, 
broke in and ran up the stairs to the 
second floor with their revolvers drawn. 

There they found Frank and his con- 
federates preparing to set up the ap- 
On the way to the station the 
Policemen arrested Shlem,* who had 
been standing on the corner of Wash 
and Seventh streets.

Club Asked Injunction, 

It is set forth in the petition against 
the Fielding Club. that it is run as a 
tippling house, ‘and is frequented by 
women and minors. It is charged that 
it is operated for the personal gain of 
Mrs. Mary E. Begg, proprietor of the 
Windermere. 

The Fielding Club applied to the Cir- 
cuit Court for an injunction against 
the Police Board Saturday, restraining 
it from raiding the premises. The case 
was assigned to Judge Shields’ court, 
but when it was called fur trial Tues- 
day an attorney from the City. Coun- 
selor’s office, representing the Police 
Board, stated to the court that the 
board has not had time to file its an- 
swer, as the petition was served on 
it late Monday. 

Attorney E. C. Wheeler, representing 
the Fielding Club, objected to delay. He 
asked for a temporary restraining — or- 
der, and referred to the attitude of the 
Police Department as a “highhanded 
proceeding.”’ 

Set for Trial Friday. 

“The Court is not concerned with 
high-handed proceedings,"’ remarked 
Judge Shields, ‘“‘and will not issue the 
temporary restraining order.” 

The case was set for trial Friday. 

The defendants in the quo warranto 
suits will be compelled to’ prove that 
there has been no abuse of their char- 
ters, and that the clubs organized under 
them are not conducted for gain, or 
their charters will be revoked.

“Point No: 1,” outlined in Monday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, is that the greatest natural advantage of 
St. Louis is.the boundless supply of coal within 
what the Census Bureau has fixed as the St.

Other natural advantages, numerous as they 
are, are shared by many other cities. Some of 
these have natural advantages denied to St. 
' Louis, but none has one so vital as a coal sup- 
ply. An inctant and obvious conclusion is that 
St. Louis should be without a rival as the man- 
ufacturing place of articles in which coal en- 
ters as the component of highest value or of 
great value.

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THE MENDEL LAW. 

The law of heredity as developed by Mendel 
and explained in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
holds that when two strains are crossed one will 
prove dominant, but the-other will show in the 
third generation, There will then be a choice, 
whether to continue breeding from the dominant 
or the weaker strain.

ST. Louis’ GREATEST NATURAL ADVANTAGE 


Point No. 2 

It is 62 miles from Litchfield to St. Louis, and St. 
Louls can get Litchfield coal moved into any part of 
the city proper for 52 cents a ton. 

This official distance and official rate shows an even, 
1 cént a ton a mile. Chicago can get that same coal 
moved 233 miles for 75 cents a ton and this through 
rate “absorbs” all Chicago switching charges up to 
#4 a car. This is from current rate sheets. 

After the explanations are all in, and everything 
it requires expert training to understand hag been 
allowed for, it must still remain plain that 62 goes 
once even into 52. When the Chicago rate per ton 
is divided by miles hauled, a liberal allowance could 
be made to give Chicago a fair share in St, Louis’ 
greatest natural advantage. This would still leave 
room to cut the St. Louls rate in half, or 2% ts a 
ton, from any part of the St. Louis industrial district 
to any part of the city proper. 

In short, St. Louis pays one cent per t per 
mile in order that Chicago may get St. Louls 
coal at one-third of a cent per ton per mile. 

If only the comparatively few in Chicago are 80 
situated or so fayored as not to have to pay more and 
heavier switching charges after $3 or $4 a car has 
been “absorbed,’’ that may belong to Chicago disad- 
vantages. The question of natural advantage for St. 
Louis is of getting’ its own coal supply as cheaply as 
its natural advantage demands. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission reports that 
the average number of tons in a freight train is 367.35. 
On the Illinois side of St. Louis, the average revenue 
from moving a ton of all kinds of freight, including 
the costliest, one mile is a fraction less than eight- 
tenths of a cent. On the Missouri side, in a district 
composed of several states, the average revenue from 
moving a ton of all kinds of freight is reported as a 
fraction above nine-tenths of a cent a mile, Both 
these rates are above the general American rate, re- 
ported as running from year to year within a very 
slight fraction above or below three-quarters of a cent 
a ton a mile. ¢ 

Taking a train Icad of coal for Chicago from the 
St. Louis district as 400 or 500 tons, or any other even 
number of tons, it is as easy to find exactly how 
many tons of coal delivered into St. Louis from its 
suburbs at a cent a mile or over, will pay the whole 
cost of delivering a train load of this same St. Louis 
coal to Chicago at less than half that rate. [f it 
costs $75 to move a hundred tons 240 miles and %62 
to move a hundred tons only 4 miles, the shorter 
haul is paying for itself at a profit and also helping to 
pay for the longer at a rate all terminal experts agree 
must not be found by common arithmetic. Under the 
same rule, adding 230 cents a ton to a charge of 382 
cents a ton to make 52 cents a ton, is not.an “arbi- 
trary.”’ The total is still 52 cents a ton, whatever the 
name may be. The difference between cheap coal

Cold Storage Is Necessary. 
To the Béitor of the Post- ‘Dispatch, 

The agitators who are denounéing the practice of 
holding perishable food products in cold storage show 
their inconsistency and their ignorance, The bills and 
résolutions which hayé been introduced in Congress 
and various legislatures on the subject make the pre- 
tense of being pure food méasures, charging or Insin- 
uating that cold storage goods are unhealthful. The 
evidence does not support this contention at all, and 
then, too, the avowed object of the agitation is not 
pure food, but lower prices. Do they stop to think 
what effect the prohibition of storing would have on 
prices? Take the egg situation, for example. Accord- 
ing to the laws of nature, hens lay eggs in abun- 
dance in the spring and produce very few in the fall 
and winter. Statutes or ordinances cannot change 
this. Now, the consumers do not want all those eggs 
in March, April and May, so the wholesale dealers 
store them. If this qould not be done, the farmer 
would have to keep them and let them go to waste, 
Of course, then eggs would be cheap at that sea- 
son. Then a few months later, when the consumer 
wants éggs he cannot get them; there are none to be 
had. The next year the farmer will quit keeping 
hens. 

Reports from storage houses show that New York, 
including Jersey City, had 200,000 cases of eggs In stor- 
age Jan. 1, and 75,000 cases Feb. 1. Chicago shows 
about the same proportion. This does not look like 
holding goods or cornering the market, The key to 
the whole question of high prices is that demand ex- 
ceeds supply; the cities are growing faster than the 
country can feed them. W. B. COLLIER.

DOWN HUMAN

After acting as a human fire escape 
for his wife, August Roos, 67 years old, 
climbed back into his burning home at 
1:40 a, m.

‘It was not a question of Mr. Fair- 
banks’ being a Methodist or going to a 
Methodist church in Rome for Sunday. 
It was a question of ap- 
pearing to give the fullest approval to 
the work of the Methodist Association 
in Rome. American Methodists in Rome 
are active, and—I may readily say— 
pernacious proselyters. The Methodist 
Association ig not in Rome to serve and 
meet Amnesia Methodists, but to per- 
vert from the Catholic faith all those 
whom they can influence. 

“The purpose of the work of the 
Methodist Association in Rome is con- 
fessed openly. The means employed are 
by no means honorable. They take every 
advantage of the poverty of the poor of 
Rome. The books circulated and dis- 
played in the windows of their book 
stores are slanders against the Catholic 
faith, the Holy Pontiff at Rome anda 
mMmisrepresentation of the whole Catholic 
system. ' 


‘“‘Now, a public address by a former 
vice-president of the United States be- 
fore the Methodist Association can have 
no other meaning in the eyes of the | 
Roman public than the approval of 
America of the propaganda of the Meth- 
odist Association. Had the Holy Fath- 
er, guardian of the spiritual interests 
of the Catholic Church of the world, 
smilingly welcomed Mr. Fairbanks to 
an audience on the follewing day, in 
what other position would he appear to 
be than giving his approval to the 
propaganda of the Methodist Associa- 
tion before which the address had been 
given?

NEW YORK, Feb. 3 
OOTBALL has appendicitis, ac- 
FE ‘cording to Robert P. Kernan, 
who in his undergraduate 
days at Harvard was selected as 
an All-American fullback. Here is 
his diagnosis: 

“The football rules committee is.
